AUSPICES OF THE MUSICAL CLUB 


"Folk Song” came Into its own 
Fiiday night, in the recital of Ed- 


hrd Clarke, baritone, of Chicago, 
'\b o appeared for the Musical Club 
at Elks hall. 
Despite a somewhat prevalent no 
tlon that an artist justifies his 
to the title by the elaborateness of 
bis songs, Mr. Clarke selected some 
eight or ten groups of simple folk 
melodies, and. by bis magnificent | 
singing, proclaimed their value as 
musical 
forms worthy an exalted 
place among the classics. 
Incident­ 
ally be also showed himself to he an 
artist 
whose work is governed by 
brains instead of by what is known 
as "artistic temperament.” in seem­ 
ing more concerned about giving a 
musical message of value to hts audi­ 
ence Instead of merely entertaining 
it or giving a display of his own art, 
he revealed an altruistic attitude to­ 
ward music and its relation to bu-1 
man life; lint he most of all mani­ 
fested the truth that It requires art 
of a high degree to sustain simple 
melodies without a flaw. 
Vocal deficiencies anay he con­ 
cealed in music of elaborate nature, 
hut the simplicity of such songs as 
appeared on the program that e v e - i 
ning place a real test upon a singer s j 
a n .
